ProfiS3or Hickman then arose and 
said: ** Chairman Price did not de- 
ny tlie tniih of the bible, he only 
claimed that ".\dara was the tirst 
man of Jewish history,*' which is so 
reco^u'.cd by all biblitjl writers, 
tbeoIo^uQS and cummcatators. No 
stnsi'^It person %\\\ pretend to deny 
that Adam was not the firsr inaa or 
Jewish hi«tciry. lit bible gives 
ouly the HUtory ol people witlt wbom 



the lews ( atm- m ( .>ii! n t Other 
ancient writers uf diltercnt countries 
have their cosmogonies and com 
mem e their history cii a diltercnt 
"hist man." The Jewish historians 
trace to Adam anil scarcely men- 
tion Cain's generation. 

I do not profess to be an expert 
paleelhiio^rapher .hiuI archeologist, 
altho 1 have devoted a good deal of 
time in studying geology and an- 
tlirDjx'^cny . \\'e find the Hebrew 
and Jewish cosmogony and narra- 
tives of creation fix man's advent 
and a|)pcarance in the world about 
six thousand years a^o, ai cording 
to our computation of time; while 
other ancient nations and people 
have their cosmigonies of the earth 
and the creation <>( man m a ditter 
ent manner and at difterent tlates. 
Our geologists and paleontologists 
h ive ( learly demonstrate*! and prov- 
en that the earth has existed many 
thontandt of yeart, which have been 
divided into geological periods, each 
consisting of many thousand years, 
and these periods can ronsis'.ently 
be made to correspond and to harm- 
onize with the biblical days mention- 
ed in the book of (icnesis. 

Each bible day represents a geolo- 
gical period of many thousand years. 
1 he first day mrntioiRil in tlie bildi 
cal creation represents the geologic- 
al chaotic period; the second the 
mollusk age; the third represents the 
Silurian age; the fourth day repre- 
sents the carboniferous age, the littli 
day the devonian age; the sixth day 
the mammal age, the age in which 
it is said that man appeari <l upon 
the world, and is thought to ante- 
date considerably the biblical peri- 
od of six thousand years, as we un- 
derstand it from the scriptures and 
Jewish history. 

The biblical narrative of creation 
in periods called days, and the ge 
ological division into periods can 
easily be harmonised in cosmogony, 
when properly understood. We are 
encliiied to believe that there were a 
human pair created for the various 
continents of the world, and that 
these pairs were the progenitors of 
the five distinct tmjsa known among 
the human family, and these pairs 
were placed aud planted in Asia, 
Africa, Kurope, and the two .Amer- 
icas. 

Now these five distinct races of 
color, temperment and habit have 
had their distinction as far back as 
history goes. These races could 
net pottibly have ipmng from the 
same progenitors. A discovery was 
made a tew years ago of a fossil 
human tkeleton, dug up from a 
gravel pit in England. This skele- 
ton was pronounced to have existed 
over one hundred thousand years 
ago, reckoning from the indications 
of the deposits and geological in- 
terpretation. This skeleton seems 
to antedate other human bones dis- 
covered elsewhere that were sup 
posed to have existed in the pre- 
historic age. I am satisfied that 
there were ptople living in Europe 
and the Americas during Adam's 
days in the land of Cbaldee in .Asia. 

It is said that the deep gorge, 
with its high rock walls, cut by the 
Niagara river below the falls, it con 
sidered a geological time table, and 
from the present annual progress of 
the gorge, the catting and nnder- 
mining action has been estimated at 
from three feet a century to one foot 
a yesr. At the largest estimate, ot:e 
foot a year, the six miles cut would 
h ivc required thirty thousand years; 
and if the estimate be one inch a 
year, or eight and one half feet a 
century, the lime becomes nearly 
three hutidred aad eighty thousat.d 
years. So you see the cutting of 
this gorge has been goieg on some 
time." 

At the conclusion of I'rofessor 
Hickman, Squire Monroe arose and 
remarked: *«1 want to say, asja<«tice 
of the peace, that all this talk made 

by J'idge Trice, Dr. Kadesand I'rof. 
Hickman is all bosh. Everybody 
ought to know tbat Adam was the 
first man. This is the first linie in 
niy life that 1 have heard it disputed 
by men who ought to know better. 
Parson Peveler has made a sensible 
talk. I believe that the bible tells 
the truth. Now if this case was 
brought into my coort for trial, 1 
certainly would strike it from the 
docket fv)r want of proof to sustain 
the allegation set forth in the peti- 
tiou."

Judge Sandidge at the opening of 
court here Monday in instructing the 
grand jur v (< M .k .,,! . 1 lai^c of the op- 
portunity and explained to the grand 
jury the importance of enforcing the 
jireseiit !i>< al option law by indicting 
the ottendcrs of it. He said in the 
course of his remarks to the grand 
jury that the most common and or- 
dinary way of violating the local op- 
tion law was by engaging in the soft 
drink business. He explained to 
them that the persons engaged in the 
soft diink business had their regular 
customers as well as people engaged 
in other pursuits, and that they kne« 
their tra»le also as well, that thc> 
usually gave their regular cuslomei 
whiskey or beer, when they came to 
their bar while they would in no 
case sell a stranger any thing but a 
soft drink. 

He explained to them that that 
kind of business might be carried on 
for a great length of time and no 
one sus^iect that the law was being 
violated. After explaining that there 
was very little diHereiuc in the var 
lous dccjctions now sold from the 
real thing, all being made by brew- 
erie, he called attention to the fact 
that the sale of all of them was a 
very poor attempt at the evasion of 
the law and should be punished. 

In closing his instructions on the 
subject he said, in speaking of the 
soft drink stands in operation over 
the county, **I don't know anything 
that is more dcmorali/.ini: in a com 
munity than an institution of this 
kind.'* 

He asked the grand jury to in- 
vestigate all violations of the law of 
this character and return indictments 
in all cases.

('•intending that it is as 
for the l aitcd States Kcdamation 
Service to take water oft swamplands 
js it is for I "rde Sam to put water on 
western a:iil lands, many men i)rom- 
n'.ent in <:onimer< i.d and profession- 
al circles who are ideniiiicd with the 
lioard of Control of the National Ir 
rigation I'on^tes'^. which meets in 
Chicago next December 5th to 9th, 
declare that the legality of the gov- 
ernnient employ in^; fimds < re.iU il by 
the sale of public lamls and l>y l>ond 
issues for the reclamation of private- 
ly owned s.^uihcrn swamp lands will 
without doubt be established within 
the next \ ear. » 

Through the work of many in the 
north who are interested in the re- 
el. iin.ttion of siinthern I inds at well 
as western pri>jects, and of southern- 
ers who are alike interested this year 
in the work of the N;itiiinal Irrij^a 
tion Congress, it is expccteil tliat at 
its heccmber sessions there will be 
adopted rrsobitions urging that the 
National C!ongross be retpicstcd to 
autliori/j a bond issue by the gov- 
ernment for the further reclamation 
nf swamp lands of the south, the 
bviiul issue lo be in proportion to 
those which have been -authori/ed 
for the Reclamation Service in its 
work ot watering western arid land<, 
tlictc Iteing over >'5o, 000,000 avail- 
able in these funds. 

The influence whi( h the \oi< c of 
the Irrigation Congress will bring to 
bear in tliis undertaking is suggested 
by the fact that it was the congress 
which first brought about, through 
its ajjitation, the Roosevelt Kecia 
matiun .\ct in 1902. Later, at the 
SpokaneXongrest in 1909, the con-

th.it the governmcn* aullu>ii/.e a 
bond issue for the extension of the 
reclamation work, and this bond 
issue was authorised. This resolu- 
tion read us follows: 

" Kccogui/iug economic waste and 
cienacc to public health connected 
with our vast areas of swamp and 
overflow lands, mc re(;uc'st our re- 
presentatives in the Federal Con- 
gress to take suitable action looking 
toward reclamation of such lands 
under a policy corresponding to that 
of the reclamation of arid lands by 
inigation under the Reclamation 
.Service. Siii h ret laiiiution of swamp 
and overll'iw limls to be carrietl 
forward through l o operation of in- 
dividual owners, slates and the Fetl- 
eral ( i overnmeut. .\ preeedent has 
been established, first, by passage of 
reclamation act, next, by use of these 
funds for the irrigation of lands 
owned by states, corporations or in- 
dividualsi finally, by the authoriza- 
tion by Congress npon the bond 
issue of ^20,000,000, which shall be 
used for reclamation of arid lands. " 

A similar proceeding to permit a 
bond issue of swamp lands owned 
by states or individuals is all that is 
n-.ccssary to start the government 
experts to work on the surveys. 
This, of course, will be followed by 
large expenditures of money in the 
consummation of projects now be- 
yooii the id'.ial.-, corporations, 

or even the stales themselves. 

It was this work ot the congress 
that established the precedent 
through which it will this year 
again identify itself with the move- 
ment for a greater expansion of the 
work in ihe southlands.
